—What Pains have been taken, by fome 
of the learned Oppolers of the Union, to 
poffefs People with a Belief of the certain’ 
Oppreffions they fhould meet with, when- © 
ever the Intereft of the North and South 
Parts of Britain came to clafh ; perhaps you 
Gentlemen in the South have no Ideas of 
this, and fo this Paper may feem ufelefs to 
you ; but give me leave to {peak ‘to the Un- 
derftandings then ofthofe that have been 

converfant with it. i 
To this Hour, the Doubt and Suggeftion 
of thofein North Britain, who ftill obje& a- 
gainft the Union, and fay they arediffatisfy’d 
with it, that they fhall be crufh’d by the 
Britifh Parliament, chat the Iaterefts of the 
South and the North are in many things not 
interfering only, bucinconfiftent ; and that 
in the Parliament of Britain it cannot but go 
againft the Northern Interefts, they eae 
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fo few Votes on their own fide, that they 
can carry nothing. ‘ ; 

This is afhort Abridgment of the conti- 
nual Complaints on that fide the Country, 
and ’tis for the fake of thefe People I write 
this, tho’ it may be of Ufe another Way too, 
w# I {hall make appear prefently. 

’Tis not the leaft of che Advantages I have 
ia writing this Paper at this Time, that I 
am upon the Spot where thefe Ovjcétions 
are ftrongeft, and where I have fome of the 
honeft ‘doubting People about me while I 
am writing it; and as I am by this means 
fill’d with their Scruples, fo I count it my 
Happinefs, that this generous A&ion of the 
Englifo Parliament, and the Tendernefs 
Her Majefty has fhown of them in this Cafe 
of an interfering Intereft, fills my Mouth 
with Arguments too powerful for any ra- 
tional Perfon to withftand; wherein it is 
plain, that even on the very firft Occafion 
that has come upon the Stage, and before 
they had any Reprefentatives to plead for 
them in Parliament, before there was any 
Scep made in the Union, Her Majefty has 
facrific’d her Revenue, an Englif Parliament 
has quitted needful Reftraints upon open 
frauds, in meer Tendernefs and Care for 
the Interefts and Advantages of our Nor- 
thern Friends. 

How unhappy has Mr. Hodges been with 
all his intetfering Interefts, thathe never fo 
much as thought of this interfering in Point 
of Trade; by which ’tis plain, England 
muft lofe toylet Scosland gain, the QUEEN 
muft fink her Revenue to put it-inco the 
Pockets of her Northern Subjzé&s, the Go- 
vernment muft fee themfelves infulted, nay 
perfectly robb’d, and all the intertering of 
Interefts that can be imagin’d, and yet bears 
it all, rather thao put a Hardfhip upon 
Scotland. 

Her Majefty has done more Jn this to make 
People afham’d of their wild Sufpicions, 
than a thoufand reafoning Heads could have 
brought to pafs ; and I know nothing want- 
ing, but to take Care the People fhould be 
told of it, be reminded of the Extent of it, 
and prompted to confider of it ; and in this 
Irefolve, neither this Paper or its Author 
{hall be wauting, 


T cannot but own, that ‘cis with a great 


Deal cf Pleafure, Icome to the good Peo- 


ple that cry’d out of this Union, and ree 
minding them of the Arguments formerly 
us’d with them to perfwade them, that Eng 
jand would be honeft to them, that the 
Parliament would treat them fairly, and her 
Majefty be always tender of their Intereft 5 
T can now referr them to fuch an Joftance 
of it, as they would never have believed, 
and indeed as¢l could hardly hope for. 

When I come to lay befcre them the 
Hardthips England {uffered by the Lofs of the 
Bill, the Lofs to the QUEEN’s Revenue, 
the open bare-fac’d Fraud upon the Draw- 
backs, and the Clamour aad Out-cry of the 
People.in England ; when I fhew how the 
Parliament preferr’d their Regard to the 
Union, even to the juff Redrefs of their 
own Affairs; I have the Satisfaétion of fee- 
ing fome of the warmeff of the People here 
ftand mute, and others confeffing both the 
Honour and Kindnefs of it. 

The inveterate Enemies of it, that build 
their Facobite Hopes upon the Expeétation 
of Infraétions, Breaches, and I know not 
what, ftand confounded and dumb with the 
Surprize of this Affair; they had made fure 
of a Claufe toclamour at, they were cry- 
ing out already, that the Union was broke, 
that the Intercourfe of Trade was inter- 
rupted, and were preparing formal Protetts 
againft England; and ftrange Triumphs 
were made upon that Head among them. 

Now you fee, faid their common Advoe 
cates, how the Englifh will treat you, how 
well they will keep Articles with you? As 
foon as ever they come to be pinch’ta littie 
in their Trade, asfoon as ever Scotland is 
but like to geta little Money by them, all 
their Merchants will petition, and their 
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Clamour will always be an Excufe to the . 


Parliament to opprefs poor Scotland———« 
This was the Voice of the Party, asfoonas the 
News came down of the (econd Bill, being 
voted in general Terms, with no Excepe 
tions in the A.of Commons.
